He 
would be perfectly justified if he so 
decided for nothing irrevocable has 
been achieved by the Hoare-Caval 
iscustions, and even the suggested 
peace terms have been rejected by 
‘one of’ the parties they were 
designed to assist, and likely to be 
refused by the other. 


In the absence of the promised 
statement which the Prime Minister 
will make on Thursday, it may be| 
a Uttie rash to anticipate what will 
bbe divulged, and foolish to spzculate| 
upon its exact nature. But It seems: 
apparent even at this moment that: 
‘a situation had arisen during, or just 
prior to tho Hoare-Laval talks 
which convinced these practical 
statesmen that the high ideals of 
the League might have to be sacri 
ticed if what is termed a colonial! 
war is to be prevented from be-| 
coming a worldwide conflict. That} 
in its furn would seem to suggest] 
that in the minds of the men striv. 
ing for peace, the machinery of the 
League has gone just about as far| 
as it can possibly go, and that to| 
seek to further its ideals in this| 
preserst unhappy dispute might| 
strain it so severely as to do it ir- 
repareble damage, if not bring] 
about its complete collapse. If Mr. 
Baldwin is in a position to state that| 
Britain could not count upon tho| 
active support of all its fellow] 
‘League members in the event of 
present sanctions being extended in| 
such a manner as to bring about] 
‘open hostility between the League 
and Italy, then a great deal has to 
be sald for its departure from igh 
sounding ideals and a reversion to, 
the old practice of looking things 
‘squarely in the face. For if there is; 
not to be the fullest co-operation 
between the members of the Levgue, | 
Its decisions cannot be enforeed, for 
it has been repeatedly made clear| 
‘that Great Britain, much as-it has| 
served the ideals of the League, is 
not prepared to undertake ‘iheir 
vindication single-handed. 

‘That and that alone can be the 
real test of the propriety of the| 
Hoare-Laval agreement. Has _the| 
time for the application of principles 
passed, and that for the resort to the} 
old fashioned expedient again ar- 
rived? If it is impossible to colve| 
this tragic affair within the it 
tion of the Covenant, ther the 
































[manity has failed. The responsibility 
{for that will be grave, and in scek- 
ing to place that responsibility Lord 
Dickinson in a recent article has| 
something to say very much to the 
polnt:— 

It the League falls it will be 
because America has failed: Ger- 
many has failed; Japan has falled; 
Ttaly has failed.’ "The co-operation 
of these Powers in what is the 
greatest effort that the world has 
ever put forward to make peace 
Felgn was essential to its success. 
Each one may have thought that he 
hhad good reason for his abstention 
or withdrawal, Esch one may have 
convinced himself that he was 
doing what was best for his own 
people. But each and all forgot. 
that humanity was looking to him 
for help. If the American senators, 








in 1919, had sacrificed a little of 
thelr own amour propre what o 
different tale Geneva would have to 


tell to-day. If German statesmen 
hhad had a little more patience: oF 
those In Japan, or Italy, had felt a 
ttle more keenly the’ obligations 
‘which they had voluntarily accepted 
when they signed the Covenant of 
the League and the Pact of Paris, 
Europe instead of now being on the 
verge of war, would be far advanced 
along the road lo permanent peace. 


‘Those pregnant words are so im- 
pressively true, and so appropriate 
at this present’ moment, for if Mr. 
Baldwin has {o tell the House of 
Commons that lack of sufficient un- 
dertakings of the fullest co-opera- 
tion nad obliged the exploration of 
this present unhappy path, then no| 
advance has been made along the 
road to permanent peace, and that 
whatever progress it was fancied 
had been made was merely in 
pursuit of a chimera. 








NEED FOR REFORM 
Dec, 19. 


Now that certain basie principles 
junderlying the desire for a reform. 
in the matter of mortgage law have 
been dealt with, it is possible te con- 
sider the manner in which existing, 
procedure is applied and the definite 
limitations which are thereby im- 
posed on a perfectly legitimate and 
very necessary form of Gnancial 
activity. But before doing so it 
should be emphasized that this is 
Jnot the concern merely of foreign 
interests, but of Chinese, land 
companies as well as banks, 
owners as well as lenders and 
the Shanghai Municipal Council. 
To understand the operation of 
Jexisting regulations it is perhaps 
best to cite an example. Ap- 
plications have been made to the| 
[Court in cases where there has been | 
Ja default in the payment of in- 
terest, which, under the terms of the 
mortgage, renders the principa! re~ 
payable, The opplications 
been to recover both principal 
{interest. In normal cases it is re- 
ported to be comparatively easy to| 
Jobtain judgments as claimed, and. 
subject to considerable delays or 
Jcount of appeals, which are general~ 
ty entirely groundless, it has been a. 
Jcomparatively easy matter to obtain 
lorders for the sale of the mortgaged. 
Jproperties. After such orders have 
been obtained the properties are 
lued by Court officials and are 
advertised for sale at a reserve fixed 
by the valuation. If, as is usual, 
there are no bidders, the property is 
put up with the reserve reduced 
by 10 per cont. If again there are 
Jno bids the properties are put up 
[twice more, on each auetion at a 
further reduction of 10 per cent. 
The result is that at the fourth 
Jauction the reserve has been re- 
duced to 70.9 per cent. of the| 
original official valuation. By this| 
time, if there have been no appeals, 
jabout nine months after the pro- 
Jeeedings commenced there is not 
Tess than one year's interest in 
rear. ‘Thus in the case of a property. 
jvalued at $150,000, where $100,000 
has been loaned, and as a result of 
Interest being one year in default, 
ithe total indebtedness of the mort-| 
/gagee would be, at 7% per cent. in- 
terest, somewhere in the neighbour-| 
hood” of $107,500, the property| 
Jwould be offered’ at the fourth 
auction at $109,350. If, however, by| 
reason of the interminable delays| 
Jwhich are possible, more interest is} 
lowing, it might be possible under| 
Jsuch an arrangement that the pro- 
jperty would be offered at a reserve 
Hess than the valuation accepted 
jwhen the mortgage was negotiated. 
‘The mortgagee in order to protect, 
fhis own interests is forced to take| 
Jover the security which he may not] 
desire to do, feeling that he would| 
rather have his money for cther|

In the above circumstances it is 
Jdesirable that the mortgagee should 
Jobtain collection of the rents of the 
mortgaged property. Theoretically 
they can do this, by obtaining an 
Jattachment order after the deposit 
Jof a somewhat heavy security with 
jthe Court. A Chinese bank is 
jusually appointed to collect the 
rents and tenants are ordered to 
Jmake payment to the Bank. In 
practice it 1s generally found that} 
the Bank can only collect a small 
proportion of the rentals, since 
{tenants take every opportunity to 
Javoid payment, and in some cases 
Jactually allege’ that the rents are 
being withheld against sums owing 
to them by the mortgagors. In that, 
Jevent it might become necessary for 
the mortgages to use the tenants, 
]who would doubtless sieze upon the 
Jopportunity to demand rental re- 
Jductions, and retrospective reduc- 
tions at that. The matter then 
resolves itself into an issue between 
landlord. and tenant, in which, 
branch of the Chinese law the Court 
lhas power to reduce rents on the 
lapplication by tenants even though 
the original proceedings are at the 
instance of the landlords or the 
Jmortgagees. The result is that 
Jmany tenants’ who have never pre 
viously objected to the amounts of 
their rents are enabled to withhold 
payment over a considerable period 
juntil sued with final results entirely 
Jodvantageous to themselves. 

Prudent morigagees estimate the 
value of the security offered them 
{for their loans on the actual net 
rentals obtained, and look to such 
rents to secure the interest payment) 
It necessary. If by appropriate 
legisiation the position of landiords| 
Jcould be put upon a more satis 
factory basis so that mortgngees 
could effectively recover their in- 
terest out of the rents of mortgaged 
properties, they could, in many 
leases, afford to await repayment of 
their’ principal until the conclusion 
lof ordinary Court proceedings. 
[Nevertheless protracted proceedings | 
required by Decision 493 of the 
[Judicial Yuan at present stand in 
‘the way of the reform which a 
mere recital of the above difficulties 
sufficiently indicates. If that de- 
Jcision could be got rid of, renliza- 
tions by mortgagees would be great- 
ly expedited, since they would be 
solely regulated by Article 873 of 
the Civil Code requiring only one 
japptication for leave to seli the 
jmortcaged property. This, though 
jit is unnecessary, would be pre- 
fferable to the mortgage regulations 
Jwhich have recently been put for- 
jward. It has to be emphasized that 
jall that is desired is that the 
lconfidence arising trom the security 
Jand lquidity which are the main| 
ingredients in the business of 
financing with land as the pledge 
should be resolved and maintained. 
It is of paramount necessity, and if 
the dimculties which at present 
Jexist are brought home to the 
responsible authorities by the recital 
Jot the above facts, it may be koped 
that they in their wisdom will 
perceive the great need for such 
Jearly reform as would again restore 
confidence and allow this form of 
investment to regain its original and 
inevitable popularity. 








THE RESIGNATION 
Dec, 20. 


The dramatic resignation of Sir 
JSamuel Hoare from his office as 
[Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, on the eve of a momentous 
Jéebate in the House of Commons| 
Jdoes not come as a very xreat 
lsurprise, because the’ possibility of 
Jsuch a step boing taken has been 
{freely canvassed for some days past. 
in Rome it has caused dismay and 
Joewilderment, and some wonder as 
to whether it will not lead to the 
Jwhole of the peace proposals being 
thrown into the melting pot. In| 
Berlin it arouses speculation is to| 
whether Mr. Baldwin's government 
lunder the pressure of British public 
opinion will not revise its policy| 
towards Italy. Geneva is amazed 
Jand stricken with regret, and in 
[Paris it it feared that this resigna- 
tion will render M. Laval’s position| 
Jprecatious and possibly involve 
Jeither his resignation or his defeat 
jin the Chamber. And the Ethispian| 
Jdclegation at Geneva frankly admits 
that it is delighted. It was only to} 
bo expected that ‘so important a 
Jdevelopment would create a sensa-| 
tion not only because of the personal 
Jaspect, but also because of the dem- 
Jonstration of the solidity of British

the League of Nations. As this 
Journal has already indicated the 
Hoare-Laval suggested basis for 
[Peace negotiations between Italy 
Jand Ethiopla were not conscnant 
]with the ideals represented by the 
|Covenant of the League.. ‘There was| 
Jno method by which they could be 
made so. ‘They represented an at- 
tempt to solve a diMcult problem 
along the lines of peace at any price, 
]with Abyssinia doing all the paying. 

It is more than likely that Mr, 
/Baldwin’s statement in the House of 
Commons which will have been 
made by the time these lines appear 
‘in print, together with the personal 
statement that Sir Samuel Hoare is 
jexpected to make from the back 
benches, will do much to mollify 
public opinion, and extricate the 
Jgovernment from a very unhappy 
position, It is inconceivable that Sir 
JSamue! and the Government were 
}without very grave reasons for de- 
parting from set policy in the 
manner which the suggestions in- 
dicate they did, and it is possible 
‘that when those reasons are made 
plain, as it is said they will be. the 
grave disapproval of a large section 
of British opinion will be to a great 
Jextent ameliorated. For the moment, 
Ihowever, it is necessary to consider 
the apparent implications of this 
latest development, The most 
readily perceptible is of great im- 
portance to Italy. British public 
opinion Is so strongly in support of 
the League of Nations and all that, 
jit stands for, that a government 
Jwhich departed from what is after 
fall the popular policy stood in some 
[danger of defeat, so shortly after its 
victory at the General Election, in| 
/which one of its main claims to sup- 
port was its avowed adherence to 
[League principles. Rarely has that 
public opinion been so forcefully 
demonstrated, and it is to be taken 
to mean that Britons in the majority 
cannot be made to approve of the 
campaign of spotiation which is be- 
ing prosecuted in Ethiopia. 

Tt is still within the bounds of 
possibility that some concessions at 
{the expense of Abyssinia will have 
to be made to Italy. In a certain 
sense that fact can be excused, 
though, perhaps, not justified. But

British opinion is willing to concede, 
Jand that Italian hopes of securing 
Jmore with the willing consent of 
Britain should be extensively 
modified. Mr. Baldwin has made it 
plain that the French Government 
is standing shoulder to shonlder 
with Britain in this matter. ‘The 
luncertainty of the French attitude 
‘with regard to the question of sup- 
port for the British navy in the 
event of Italian aggression has been 
dispelled by Mr. Baldwin's latest 
statement, and there exists at pres- 
lent a degree of unity between Lon- 
Jdon and Paris which it may be 
anticipated, will still have a pro 
found effect in Geneva. At the 
Jsame time it should not be forgotten 
[that the position, grave as it ‘s, is 
fraught with graver possibilities. 
For the moment tension in Britain 
has been eased, but the storm clouds 
Ihave in no way disappeared, and the 
nreatest demands will be made upon 
British statesmen if calm and con- 
fidence are to be completely 
restored. Nevertheless there is, 
Jalways some good to come out of 
Jevery evil, and in this case it is to 
bbe found in the very imperative 
mandate which opinion in Britain 
has again given the government. 
(Thers is every indication that it 
jwould be fatal to Mr. Baldwin's 
government if it ignored the def- 
finite instructions given it by the 
Jclectorate at the recent polls and 
emphasised so strikingly by these 
lates: developments.

He can be the rigid official, closely 
Jconcerned with his own particular 
[duties and with Uttle else, or he can. 
enter into the life of the place far 
more than his official r6le would 
suggest, and taling a real interest in 
communal affairs serve the place 
Hwere he is stationed as well as the 
people for whom he is sent to care, 
It is a gratifying fact that so many 
Jof the consular officials in Shang- 
hai do in that manner widen the 
[scope of their activities, and, there- 
fby, confer a great benefit ‘on the 
jcommunity at large. Indeed in such 
a port it is preeminently necessary. 
For hefe there is close competition, 
Ja competition which might easily 
ead to bitterness of feeling in. so 
varied a population, with such aif 
ferent ideas and diverse methods of 
thinking, That Shanghal manages 
to live so harmoniously is to be at- 
tributed largely to the wise 
guidance of the consular officials 
stationed in its midst, and amongst 
‘those of whom this may be stated 
asa fact, an outstanding figure is 

win Cunningham whose ripe 
years, rich with service, entitle him 
to that well earned retirement into 
which he enters to-day. 

This tribute to Edwin Cunning- 
ham is no question of “They praised 
fhim to his face, with thelr courtly 
‘Spanish grace.” It is intended in 
no way to be merely the courieous 
valedictory bred of good manners 
rather than deep feeling, It is in- 
spired by a very real knowledge of 
‘the manner in which Mr. Cunning- 
ham has served not only his own 
community, to which of course his 
first loyalty was pledged, but the 
[whole of Shanghai. Mr. Cunningham 
brought to his work in Shanghai 
considerable experience acquired in 
other parts of the world. Endowed 
jwith a quick, steady judgment, a 
capacity"of seeing the other fellow's 
point of view, and a sense of 
humour which must at times have 
stood him in good stead he 
admirably equipped for the jot 
upon which he entered some sixt 
oF so years Socially he 
Jaided by the late Mrs. Cunningham 
who added to a charming per- 
[sonality a rare flair for making and 
keeping friends. So gifted, Mr. 
Cunningham could not have failed 
fo cut for himself a niche in the 
structure of the official and social 
life of the port. But he did more 
than that by his desire to render 
service. His deep interest in all 
‘the problems which continually 
{faced the community, his readi 
to assist in their solution ca 
marked him as one who would play 
‘a prominent part in the life of this 
clty. It is safe to assert that even 
it he had not become, through the 
passage of years, doyen of the Con- 
lsular Body, his influence in this 
place would have been just as surely 
left. A senior Consul-General and 
Jhead of the consular body, he had, 
perhaps, a greater scope in rome

[Cunningham has been honoured by 
the ecmmunity as have few officials 
jin the past. Tt has been imprersed 
jupon him during these last few 
Jweeks that not only is his retire- 
ment a communal loss, but in 
hundreds, if not thousands of in- 
‘stances, a personal one which 's felt 
keenly. His superior in Washington 
has added to the spontaneous un- 
oficial praise which has been mani~ 
fested in this city an endorsement 
‘which indicates a full realisation of 
the excellent services Mr. Cunn- 
Jingham has rendered his nation.

may ‘happen again. The national 
Tegal tender currency has not gotten 
very far into the rural sections 

‘During the first days of the national 
currency act a few places preferred 
the legal tender to. Shansi notes, 
while most places feared to acept it 
Provincial authorities may be in- 
fluencing the non-use of legal tender 
for it will not be accepted in taxes 
oF for local goods which the North- 
western Industrial Co. produces. 
‘Therefore, if the provincial authori- 
ties will ‘not accept it the people 
find Very little use for it, In Tale 
yuan, however, and in those citi 
hear’ which railroads pass and in 
Post Offices legal tender is gladly 
accepted at par. 

‘The people who understand wel- 
come the national currency for it 
will be a means of uniting and 
strengthening China to say nothing 
of the great convenience. In this 
connection it should be kept in mind 
that Marshal Yen has been promoting 
for Shansl a medium of “exchange 
which is based on products and not 
fon metal value like silver. ‘Tens of 
thousands of dollar ‘notes ‘or paper 
currency are Issued and circulated 
which are only medium of exchange. 
‘This script is paid all Government, 
‘and Pacification Bureau employees as 
part of their salary which can only 
be used in buying local products. In 
the local Goods Co-operative other 
notes are not accepted. ‘They must 
first be changed into the script, The 
rice of goods is kept lower than at 
Other places to encourage people to 
exchange their bank notes for seript 
‘and purchase loca) produets. ‘This is 
just one phase of the Marshal's 
economic policy because he wants to 

sxtend non-metal value paper money 
into alt the business of the province.

TREMORS ROCK SOUTH

The local authorities 
tafe now engaged in making a detailed 
Investigation of the extent of damage.|

‘A. week or ten days ago there was 
a stir about bandits in the neigh- 
bouring city of Muping. News of 
this kind always savours strongly of 
hearsay, not to say exaggeration, yet 
it would seem that there is a good 
element of truth in these particular 
eports.

. HARBIN 


Many Frozen to Death: 
Trains Delayed 
Front Oun Own Connarommer 


Harbin, Dec, 12. 
Harbin 1s at present experiencing 
were frosty weather such a8 has no! 
jeen seen for many years, and on 
some days the wind is so bitingly 
cold that It Js dimeult to face It. As 
‘a reault of the severe frost, com 
munieation on the railway lines has 
been interfered with considerably. 
Ralle have cracked In many places, 
making it necessary for train drivers 
to be very careful, 

‘On the Eastern line a goods train’ 
‘was derailed owing to the frost, ths| 
holding up the passenger train trom 
the Eastern frontier about 30 hours, 
while on the Western line an express 
from. Manchull arrived here elght| 
hours late, Even the well lald South- 
fern line did not escape, as defects 
‘were discovered which ' necessitated 
the “Asia express waiting until the 
Vine ‘was. repaired. 

Tn Harbin itself the cold has been 
as severe as on the lines, this causing 
‘9 great demand for fuel at advancing 
prices. Landlords of houses which 
fre steam heated, find that thelr ex- 
enses will exceed those of last 
winter by a large amount and tenants 
who have stoves find their coal bill 
about twice as high as last season.

Coolies Demand Opium

‘Tachienlu, Nov. 13. 

‘The distance from Shanghai io the 
‘Tibetan frontier Is over 2000 miles 
and it took us, witt: a few breaks, 
nearly two months to cover the 
joumey. ‘The last lap brought us right 








jang_and the Felyueh we caught 
‘llmpses of the high snow mountains, 
‘which form the great physical boun- 
dary between the Land of Sinim and 
the Land of the Lamas. Prom Yachow 
fon the Ya River to Tachienlu it is 
a steady climb all the way. 

From a geographical and enthnolo- 
gical view-point we were now enter- 
Ing one of the most interesting parts 
of central Asia, With the Min River 
flowing north to south as a boundary 
we fave beginning on its right bani 
some of the most interesting and 
unknown peoples in West China. 
Like gigantle stone steps bounded by 
the Yangize on the south and the 
Yellow River on the north and rising’ 
fon to the great plateau of Central 
‘Asia was have enclosed a conglomer 
ation of teterogencous people whos 
Origin and history are practically un- 
known or merely conjectured. 


‘An Old, Old Tate 


‘The unfortunate thing ig that these 
original people know 0 lille about 
themselves. 'T was speaking the other 
da¥ with one of the leading Incarno: 
Hons from tke Bawang Lamasery as 
to the origin of the Eighteen Jaron 
States and he politely. told me the 
following interesting story: A. famous 
Chinese Emperor, long, long ago, had 
eighteen sons whom for some reason 
or other te drove from the Imperial 
Court to the confines of the Empire. 
‘Wandering across China tke boys came 
to the “rong” or ravine country, divid- 
Ing Ching and Tibet and here they 
quietly settled forming the Eigtteen 
Sarongs States and speaking almost a3 
many’ different languages. ‘Tho In 

tion was rather eredulous about 
somewhat fantastic origin of the 
Jarong people 

‘From Yachow there are roads into 
Tachlenlu, known as the Big, te 
New, and'the Small. ‘The big eMciat 
road’ runs south west for three day’ 
and then north west for five days. 
‘The new road runs south for about 
‘two days and tken almost due west 
for five days, ‘The small road runs 
slightly north for one day and then 
due west for five days. ‘These three 
ronds form great highways ftom 
China into the Land of tke Lamas, 
and along two of them the big and 
‘the small, thousands of tons of toa 
pss overd year for the thirsty, pray 

if lamas on the Roof of the World 

‘Tea is grown in Burma, Assam, 
and India, yet tke woolly nomad and 
hhis woolly wite and family, and his 
woolly lama brother, prefer. the 
Chinese brand to anything, they ever. 
tasted. It may be that hundreds of 
years of experience have convinced, 
kim ‘that as a spiritual narcotle, the 
barometric pressure on a cup” of 
Chinese yak buiter tea, is all that is. 
necessary to bring the spirit rest and 
peaees. On cur daily journey, climb- 
Ing slowly, towards the Forbidden 
Land, we passed hundreds of Chinese 
coolles laden with this precious tea 
which fnally reackes the great lama- 
series and large nomadic encamp- 
ments all over the Land of the 
Tamas. 

Hospitable Lamaserles 

It is carried as far as the Russian 
border in the north, the Indian border 
fon the south, tke’ Cashmere border. 
qn the west, ond all over the great 
‘Asiatle Steppes, and wherever there 
isa lonely hermit sitting in his 
solitary cell, or thousands of drabas 
congregating In the populous lamaser- 
fes. this Chinese beverage. helps. to 
wet,a thirsty throat and enable the 
frockling’ lama to repeat his sacred 
prayer, 

‘We started out from Yachow with 
twelve men on our contract but had 
‘only gone three miles when we made 
the discovery tat only eleven men 
hhad been supplied and the money 
collected for twelve. We created 
quite a storm and produced a lat of 
Rolse ‘without the slightest bit, of 
effect. "The twelth man was coming, 
he was only saying good-bye to his 
‘arrassed relatives, why worry, he 
would be here very soon. So on we 
started once more for another foi 
miles. We rested one whole hou 
here but man number twelve failed 
to materialize. "We got to Kwanyin- 
pu for lunch and waited there a con 
siderable time while the  coolies 
Smoked their opium. Just as it was 
getting dark we pulled into Maliu- 
chang and searched in vain for a 
decent inn. ‘There seemed to be 
Something approaching a war in the 
air so all the inns were fled t 
Overserowding. Some coolies kind! 
relied in our favour giving Mes 
Edgar, who joined the party at Ya- 
chow, thelr room. The inn keepe- 
put Up some shutters making the 
front part of the shop inte a room 
and on the floor of this our eleven 
coolles. spread out their mats and 
smoked thelr pipes. A supper of 












































fried eggs and two rooms cost us, 
when we left next morning, the sum 
of 10,000 cash, or roughly forty 
Mexican cents. 

Tt was raining when we left the 
inn and we had not gone very far 
before the roads became almost im- 
passible with mud and. slush. One 
‘of our coolies developed a serious 
[stomack "ache and. moaned and 
soaned ag he slipped from one {oot 
to the other. It very soon became 
Japparent that he would be unable. 
to carry so we picked upa.coolie whe 
offered to carry to the next town. 


‘Three Coolies Missing 

We arrived at Yuinching soon after 
nine o'clock and had some break- 
fast. Yulnching is a busy Uttle town 
which runs a market every day and 
|g the last populous ily’ in Ching 
before reaching the Tibetan frontier. 

‘We waited close on three hours in 
‘Yuinching and then made the horrible 
discovery that three of our coolies

Our 
‘tutes now tad collected a scratch 
team and with this we set. out for 
Huangmepu, reaching ‘this village at 
the foot of the Dahsiang just at 
dark. Our coolies did not get in 
for until nearly two hours later with 
the nice little bit of information tat 
Jone more coolie -had changed his 
mind: we were now minus four of 
the coolies ‘who started out with us 
from Yachow, two days away. One 
of our scraich team pleked up at 
Yuineking went into a food shop 
for a bowl of food leaving the cook 
to look, after the load while he 
“fueled.” “The cook’ waited some 
considerable time only to discover 
that the coolie had gone in by the 
front door and escaped by tke back. 
Coolie number five non est! Distance, 
}two days from Yachow. our starting 
point. The prospects for next day 
were not very bright as when w 
went to bed that night’ one coal 
and one toad and one cook had falled 
{to put in an appearance. There was 
absolutely “no use getting cross or 
trying the Rustle the east, or trying 
to do anything, ag one of the frst 
things the “futeo™ will do when 
‘sees you anxious and in a hurry 
simply ‘roll the burden’ onto other 
shoulders, and where are you?' The 
inn-keeper, with an eye to business, 
politely’ told us’ it would be impos- 
sible 10 get off that day as we had 
to wait on coolies coming frcm the 
other side of tke pass. 

After breakfast, the load, the cook, 
‘and the coolie put in an appearance 
but toa late to start out with a high 
pass in front of us. We spent-a 
Comfortable day in 2 rather comfort 
able inn witk an old friend as the 
inn-keeper. We tried to look per= 
plexed and unhappy, at least 1 did, 
to appease the other members af tht 
jearavan, but It was no good. 

Varieties of Opium 

The coolies quietly disappeared into 
the nearest opium den assuring us 
that, they were on the hunt for ve 
jearriers. No one wro. knows any- 
thing about conditions in West China| 
cannot but sympathize with the Gen 
fernlissmo in his desire to put down 
this awful opium habit. One of the

ichienlu, Along this siretch there is 
Lolo, Yunnan, Szechuen and Muping 
opium and the opium dens, and in 
spite of the urgent proclamations 
fssued by Gen. Chiang, opium is 
‘bought and sold and smoked every- 
wrere.

Let those who think it otherwise | 
take the journey between. Kaiting 
‘and Tachlentu, frequently prolonged 
o Afteen days because the traveller 
Is forced to travel with opium smok- 
Ing coolies, and he will probably 
think as we do. Before we left 
Huangnepu we had to redeem our 
‘coolies out of pawn. They simply 
went into an opium den and smoked 
themselves into debt and before they 
could function as carriers the “futeo” 
hhad to secure money In advance fromm 
us and redeem his men. 

‘A Method Superb 

‘At Huangnepu we discovered _an-| 
other method of proceedure. . While 
‘we were foreed to spend the day at 
this village a couple of dereliet colic 
‘came along on thelr way home to 
‘ueilichow. “Come and have a bow! 
of rice,” shouted our men in real 
generosity, and the two derelicts be- 
ing very ‘seriously down and out 
‘were not slow in accepting the invita- 
Yon. "Tt wag. simply another demon. 
straiion of "Come inth my parlour, 
sald the spider, ‘to the fly: The two 
Gerelicts ate one day's food without 
any tangible means of reimbursing 
their ‘benevolent benefactors. “What 
about carrying a load over the moun- 
tain” was suggested, and so the two 
Gerelicts got. so heavily into debt 
that they were with us all the way 
to Tachienlu, being generously sup- 
plied witt ali the opium they needed, 
On their arrival at Tachienlu the 
source of supply ended so they were 
further down and further out than 
they had ever been before. “We gave 
them “a little telp ‘but they” were 
about twenty days trom home. 

‘The “futeo,” Ike ourselves, was 
up against, a, serious situation. “He 
‘was not only “futeo” but banker, ad- 
ministrator,” curser and” swearer, 
‘plum supplier, and food controller, 
Along a day's march he supplied Lao 
Pen with 300 cash, advanced La» 
Pan 1,000 eash, and leaned Lao Pu 
780 cash on his next day's wages. As 
far os we could see Lao Dzen, the 














eo." kept no record of these 
Snaneial transactions and yet they 
must have involved the most delicate | 
balances and intricate calculations.

‘of the coolles who found tteir load 
too heavy in crossing the high pass. 
At Hsiaokwan we had breakfast’ an 
‘at Dakwan we enjoyed some ho! 


cakes, 
Communists Defeated 

Dakwan was the scene of a terrible 
Baltic between the Communists and 
‘Yang Sen's troops. “Apparently the 
Reds suffered a defeat, retiring from 
this point into the Muping country, 
and from there to Tsonghua and Shu 
ting. During the next few stages 
to Tachienlu we passed. through 
stretches of country where the stenc= 
was almost impossible. In the Da: 
wan engagement hundreds were re- 
ported killed on both sides and when 
we passed through many af the bod- 
ies must have still been lying about. 

Beyond Chinehi we had a-similar| 
experience and again on the otter 
side of the Feiyuch the stench was 
quite’ unbearable. “During June ond 
July this great highway was ‘the 
‘scene of many signifieiant battles which 
decided the fate and direction of the 
Communist leaders, “Mao and Chu 
driven from the main road and badly 
defeated at Lating, the Reds were 
forced Into the Muping country and 
from there turned west. How thore 
immense hordes passed along the 
narrow and rocky defles of this 
freacherous country remaine to be 
written, but fnally they reached the 
Chinchuan and the Tibetan frontier 
from which cul de sae they are try- 
ing to escape.

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STUDENTS IN KIANGWAN DEMONSTRATION 


Gen. Wu Keeps Undergraduates in Good Mood: All 
Night Vigil Followed by New Parade 4,000 in March 


Having gone without dinner or 
sleep, 4,000 students marched through| 
miles of the outlying roads on 
‘Thursday night In a demonstration 
against the autonomous movement in 
the ‘north, 

‘The demonstration, carried out in 
‘an orderly manner, was punctuated 
‘occasionally with the shouting of 
slogans, Strict precautionary measures 
were adopted by the Chinese and 
Settlement authorities, two detach 
ments of sixty men from the Second 
Company of the Russian Regiment, 
S.C, being called out to stand by 
in Bubbling Well Police ‘Station in| 
Edition to the Reserve Unit, 

Earlier in the afternoon, more than| 
400 students of the Futan’ University. 
‘Tungteh Medical School, and other 
imstitutions, in Kiangwan made an 
orderly demonstration before the; 
City Government building, for the| 
‘same purpose, As there was no dis- 
turbance of any soit, the police did 


not interfere, 

Speaking to the students, the 
Mayor sald he understood the 
patriotic spirit which prompted thelr 
demonstration. "He was glad to see 
the students "acting In. this orderly 
manner, and urged them to refrain 
from doing anything that ‘would 
‘affect the peace and order of the 
city. He promised the students he 
would convey their requests to the 
Central Government, and. a 
behalf of the studen 
the Pelping authoriti 
Tease of the arrested students, 

In conclusion, the Mayor emphasized 
the point that nothing could be 
achieved by irresponsible action, and 
urged the students to support the 
Central Government in its effort to 
work out the salvation of the nation, 

‘The students expressed satisfaction 
with the Mayor's reply and marched 
back to. their institutions. 

Despite the cold and rain, 2,000 
middle schoo! “students on Friday 
morning joined in the demonste: 
tlon before the City Government 
ullding in the Civie Centre. ‘The 
groups began to gather at about 
8 am, shortly after the departure of 
University students who had! 
marched to Kiangwan through the 
night to interview Gen, Wu ‘Te-chen, 
the Mayor: On both occasions, the 
students were successfully persuaded 
by, the authorities to disperse. As 
order was preserved, the police at 
no time interfered with the students, 

‘The 4,000 university students, joined 
by another 1,000 of the Chih ‘Te and 
Futon universities, reached the Civie 
Contre at about 5.30 am, Informed 
‘of the demonstration, the Mayor 
hurried to his office shortly after. 7 
sam, and received the group, The 
‘Mayor expressed his sympathy with 
the spirit of the students, and, upon 
being. presented with a lst of their 
Fequests, promised to convey them to 
the Central Government. ‘The safe- 
guarding of China's territoriat and 
Political integrity, carrying out 
Positive revolutionary diplomacy, and 
‘an expedition against Me, Ying Ju: 
ken were among the requests. 

Buses Furnished 

Satisfied with the Mayor's reply, 
the students reformed their ranks 
end marched off to parade through 
the principal streets, ‘In view of the 
apparent fatigue of some of the 
students, especially some among the 
500 girls, after an all-night march 
from one school to another since the 
demonstration on the previous day at 
430 pm, the authorities gave orders: 
for ali the available uses, including. 
those belonging to the City Govern 
‘ment, to be placed at the disposal of 
the students, 

Soon after the departure of the 
majority of the students, large bodies 
of middie school studéuts began to 
arrive. Mr. Pan Kung-chan, the 
Commissioner of Education, received 
the group and promised to convey’ 
thoir demands, which were similar 
im nature to those presented by the 
university students, ‘to the Govern. 
‘ment. Although one group expresse. 
satisfaction end left in buses. called 
up by the City Government, the re- 
mainder insisted that a writien reply: 
should be given by the Commissioner. 
Some of them even Lnelt down on 
the steps in front of the building, 
urging the authorities to take n- 
mediate action, Finally they were| 
persuatied by the authorities to leave 
the place shortly after noon. 

‘Some of the students gathered in 
Chinotung University in the after- 
noon to discuss the situation, but they 
lspersed later, Meanwhile, the Min- 
istry of Edueation again ‘sent tele- 
grams to the education bureaux in 
Peiping,  ‘Tientsin, Nanking, and 
Shanghai, instructing them to advise 
the students not to suspend thelr

Communism Evident 

Student agitation Mared “up again’ 
in Shanghai on Saturday" even- 
Ing, when hundreds of young men 
and women ‘marched through. the 
Settlement and a part of» Chapel, 
shouting, displaying banners and’ 
haranguing crowds at strategic points 
on the way. Two riot calls were sent 
to Central Station, whose police ar- 
rested two students and seized — a 
Danner and several Communistic pam: 
phlets outside the Chinese ¥.M.C.A 
In Szeckuen Road. 

‘A ‘large white banner bearing the 
Chinese inscription “The Association | 
‘of Shanghai Women for a Safe 
ICountry” was waved above the crowd 
jond was quickly selzed by the police. 
Detectives also confiscated several 
]Communistic pamphlets ‘and, took. 
{wo of the most active demonstrators. 
to Central ‘Station. The crowd was, 
dispersed in a few minutes. 

‘Traing trom Hangchow to Shanghai 
were delayed for more than five 
hours as a result of a student de- 
monstration in the former city in 
the morning. The students did not 
Interfere with trains from Shanghal, 

‘The agitation of Chinese students 
{m Shanghai, which started last Thurs- 
day moining, had apparently sub- 
sided on Sunday and no demonstra- 
Hons or “incidents” were reported in 
the Settlement or the French Conces- 
sion. ‘The two male students who 
were taken to Central Poller Station 
‘on Saturday evening as leaders of a 
crowd of demonstrators were released 
the same evening after questioning. 

Natlonat Salvation Federation 

Following the example of the middle 
school students, ‘the studente union 
ff the Shangha! University, at a meet 
Ing on Sunday, resolved to sead

‘The meeting decided to issue a mani- 
festo to guide the students along the 
right path in connection with the 
protest against the autonomy move- 
ment in the north. The manifesto 
would be issued within a few days. 
‘Train Service Suspended 
‘Train trafic at the North Railway 
Station was entirely suspended on 
‘Monday afternoon when 400 students 
from the Futan University occupied 
compartments of a Nanking-bound 
through express with the intention 
of presenting requests to the Gov- 
jernment, while the railway authori- 
{les refused to let them leave and 
Jremoved all available locomotives.

DET. INSP. WARDROP FOUND DEAD 


Discovered in Room with Wound in Temple: Man 
Who Led Raids Against Kidnappers 


The body of Det. Insp. Robert War- 
senior detective at Central 
Police Station, was found shortly 
‘before 7 o'clock on Monday morning 
Jon the floor of his bedroom at Cen 
tral Station Quarters, Foochow Road, 
JA pistol bullet, fired at the right 
temple, had traversed his brain and 
was’ later found imbedded in the 
ceiling of the room. ‘The pistol, a 
ervice issue, lay on the floor beside 
the body. It is believed death took 
place late on Sunday night. ‘There 
was apparently no note or other 
‘message to explain the tragedy. 

Mr. Wardrop, who was 36 years 
fold and one of the most popular 
senior members of the Force, wa 
fast’ noticed at Central Station at 
1730 o'clock on Sunday evening, when 
lke was apparently in good "spirits. 
No one heard the shot which killed 
him, and the discovery of the body 
was’ “made by a room-boy who 
Jentered with tea and at once notified 
the officer on Charge-Room ‘duty. 
JAfter a physician had examined the 
body it was removed to the Public 
Mortuary, where the inquest was 
opened by Mr. C. H. Haines, H. M. 
(Coroner, who adjourned the investiga- 
tion until the afternoon of January 
6. “The body was identified by Chiet 
Insp. F.C. Stubbings. The funeral 
was held at Hungias Read Ceme- 
tery at o'clock on Tuesday afternoon. 

Mir. Wardrop, who was born at 
Muirkirk, Ayrshire, saw service with 
‘the Royal Marines’ Light Infantry in 
the Great War, then joined” the 
Police Constabulary of Ayrshire. He 
‘became a member of the Shanghat 
‘Municipal Police on September & 
924, and was quickly advanced 
{through the grades because of meri- 
torlous service, becoming an. inspec 
for on May 8, 1932. On five differ- 
ent occasions ‘he was highly | com- 
mended in Police Orders in connec 
tlon with the ‘capture of robbers, 
murderers and kidnappers. He also 
received rewards and seniority ag a 
eult of this work. 


Kidnappers Captured 


Perhaps the most brilliant feat of 
/Mr. Wardrop’s police career was his 
successful offensive against armed 
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kidnappers in the Settlement in the 
spring of 1028, which resulted in the 
arrest of G4 suspects, many of whom 
Were later sentenced to long terms 
in prison, Acting on information 
obtained from a solitary suspect, Mr, 
Wardrop, then a detoctive-sergeant 
at Dixwell Road Station, conducted 
raids which caused not’ only. the 
selzure of scores of other alleged 
kidnappers andthe confiscation of 
firearms and ammunition but also 
the liberation of a seven-year-old 
boy, for whom a ransom of $300,000 
had’ been demanded, and four other 
kidnap victims. One of the leaders 
jot the gang was shot dead by the 
police. ‘Detectives attached to vart= 
‘ous stations participated in the raids 
Jas they progressed following Mr. 
Wardrop's lead. 

Mr. Wardrop is survived by his 
father and a brother In Scotland. He 
jwas due to have gone Home| on 
Teave in February, 1988, His mother 
died there last May and the news of 
her death was a severe blow to him.

and new colours to go with them: 
‘They have spared no expense, time, 
‘or trouble in gaining their desire, and, 
in thelr efforis to please thelr royal 
asters, ‘the artists excelled: them- 
selves. 

‘The Ming Emperors made grem 
their Imperial colour, and most ot 
the clear, lustrous gréen was derived 


‘and using 
it as a glaze for porcelain. Tha 
Chings, on the other and, adopted 
yellow, and examples of the silks, 
oreelains, and tiles ‘made for these 
emperorg ‘are found in abundance, 
thelr brightness dimmed and mellow:

Jewels Ground Up 
‘The pigments used by Chinese 
artists have never been elaborate, and 
are, for the most part, inexpensive, 
although tales are told of men grind: 
ing various, jewels to. make thelr 
pigments, ‘The exact composition ot 
most of these is not known, as each 
man developed ‘colours somewkat to 
his own taste, and the passage of time 
hhag mellowed their first brightness. 

Many of these beautiful ~ colours 
hhave been discovered, it is thought, 
by aceldent, often under conditions 
‘whick: were never able to be repeated, 
while in other eases, the artist, having 
failed to achieve 
striving for originally, has neglected 
fo preserve the formula, and to-day 
there is still no equivalent, 

‘Many colours have since been 
copled. The delightful mellowing of 
the ‘hues of tire originals is dues 
great measure to the period of timé 
Which has elapsed, since, tkelr con: 
ception and execution. ‘There {sa 
sgattness and a roundness to many of| 
the pieces which comes only wil 
handling ‘and the passage of years 
and wich makes copies easier to 
dotect. 

Many gorgeous colours have been| 
developed through thelr use in de- 
gpration of he porcelning for, whien 
China has always been famous, an

Vegetable and Cobalt Dyes 

Various blues had always been| 
obtained in pottery by painting the 
unbaked clay with paint obtained 
from a cobalt salt, and {rom various 
vegetable sources,” and similar blues 
Were discovered "as dyes” for the 
‘tribute silks and tke other kinds 
silks which were being developed &i| 
the same time. ‘These ‘vegetable dyes 
were of beautiful shades, clear yet 
soft, although unfortunately ‘the pro- 
cess of manufacturing some of them 
has, like many otter ancient beauties, 
deen lost. Decoration of pottery wits 
blue pigments probably originated in 
the Tang Dynasty, about 620-000 A.D). 

‘The heavenly blue of the tiles which 
roof the Temple of Heaven in Peking, 
with its attractive droop, area lovely, 
example of tke colour which Is known 
as Peking biue. The coloured glast 
ornaments and earrings of this same 
‘lass which can be bought nowadays, 
are typical of this colour, although 
they lack, of course, the exact beauty, 
Mat comes only with time. Nanking 
blue is slightly darker, and the best 
‘examples are to be found, once again, 
in porcelains. “The famous poreelain 
pagoda of Nanking wag made entirely 
of porcelain decorated with designs 
in this blue, “This pagoda was built 
in AD. 1415—1430. 

‘There is a beautiful shade of blush

IMITATION PISTOLS 
CLEVERLY MADE 


Police Temporarily Puzzled 
by Detached Pieces 


Robbers who go about Shanghal 
with Imitation pistols sometimes take 
special precautions against being 
gharged with possession of such 
“weapons.” 

Two Chinese were arrested in 
Dixwell Road near Hanbury Road on 
Friday by Detective Sergeant J. 
Bradley of S. M. Police Headquarters 
fas suspected robbers. When their 
house was searched two short pleces 
of iron piping and two strange 1ook- 
ing wooden rectangles were found. 
|The detectives, however, were puzzled 
only for a few moments—the pieces 
of piping, which were blackened with 
soct, fitted perfectly into metal clamps 
‘attached to the wooden rectangles. 
Put together, the pleces formed two 

ighly convincing imitation pistols. 
‘The purpose of dividing the “pistol” 
Into two parts is simple. When two 
robbers go out to loot, one carries the 
handle and the other the barrel of the 
imitation gun. If they aro caught and 
‘searched, tho two pieces are found 
Jseparately and may not arouse the 
‘suspicions of the police. At any rate 
it could not be said that either robber 
carried an imitation weapon. 


“The two-men were brought before 
the First Special Distriet Court on 
‘Saturday and an application was ms 
and granted for their temporary 
detention as they were strongly 
suspected of being concerned in rob- 
beries in the Seltlement. The same 
court yesterday sentenced five men 
who were arrested by Chengtu Road |

REVEALED 


Death or Riches Promised 
by Mysterious One 


| Plain crookedness and a spot of 
black magic enabled a shrewd man 
from Pootung to defraud a super-| 
stitious Shanghal student of approx!-| 
mately $40,000 during the last few| 
months, but the alertness of the|

‘The inconvenient position of the 
Cathedral School was mentioned By 
the Head Master, “the Rev. 5. K. 
Quick, at the annual Speech Day, 
on Thursday, as the chiet reason fo! 


the falling-off in numbers during

‘Mr, Quick sald that parents often 
had sald they would send thelr sone 
to the school, but they did not like 
the Journey into town. ‘The desirabil- 
ity of moving the school to a more 
suftable site was becoming more 
‘and more evident, ‘They could only 
hop that the authorities concerned 
would be able to find a means of 
doing this at the earliest oppor 
tunity.

Mr. Lester's Aim

give to boys who would finish their 
Schooling in Shanghai an education 
as like that of a British Public 
School as possible. ‘The “aim of 
education was to give to boys the 
right equipment for thelr future 
ives, and for this a certain amount 
of knowledge was "necessary. ‘The 
Jessons taught in schools might be 
called the direct side of school work, 
‘and the indirect side taught boys to 
think clearly and to act rightly. A 
subject such as geometry, for. in- 
stance, helped In forming’ the habit 
of clear thinking which would stand 
boys in good stead in all walks of 
fe, ‘There were lessons of courage, 
playing the game, public spirit, ete.. 
which could be ‘learnt at school in 
many ways, and to nct rightly do- 
pended on’ the development of 
character. 

He valued their connection with 
tho Cathedral and all for which the 
Cathedral stood, because he thought 
that character depended very largely: 
‘on a man’s faith and his outlook on 
Iife in “general. ‘Their aim was to 
turn out boys who would try to do 
the right thing at the right time. 
‘The British Public Schools, of which 
they were justly proud, did turn out 
boys who were not atrald to accept 
responsibility, to act as leaders, and 
to take their part in public sorvice. 
‘That was what they were trying to, 
do, and that was why they recruited 
their staff as far as possible from 
Public’ Schools at Home. 

Appeal to Parents 

He wanted to make an appeal to 
the ‘parents who already had thelr 
hoys” at the school to support it in 
every possible way, and to parents 
Who might be considering whether 
o send their boys there or elsewhere 
to consider for what, the schoo! 
stood. “Parents who had enjoyed the 
advantages of a school at Home 
enjoyed something which was of real 
value to them in life, and he wanted 
to suggest to such parents that 
British school in Shanghai was the 
pplace for their sons, Tt was only by 
the support of all” British parents 
th ‘the school could become the 
forse It could be, and exert the in- 
uence it should on the life of 
Shanghal. 

The Chairman announced that 1 
Head Master had advised the commit. 
tee that he contemplated taking up 
an appointment in England noxt year. 
‘but they would have his services up 
to the ‘end of the summer term.

Exponent’s Talk to R.A.F.A. Members 


Returning from a prolonged stay’ 
in Japan where he gave instruction 
to the Japanesé Army in the art of 
sliding, and sold two of the most 
‘modern types of gliders, Herr Wolf 
Hirth, one of the foremost glider 
lots in the world, arrived in Shang- 
al last Wednesday morning in the ss. 
Asma Maru for @ slay” of @ few 
‘days. 

Herr Hirth has been making a lon 
trip around the world, spending a 
reat deal of his time in America, 
Where he helped to foster the sport 
lof gliding, and in Japan. From here 
Fhe will continue on to South Africa 
Where he has on Invitation from the 
Government there to give soaring 
exhibitions. 

He looks upon gliding not as the 
commereial possibility which many 
regard it, but purely as a sport. Glid- 
Ing, he said, ‘can never be made 
commercially successful, nor for that 
matter, military successful, It is, 
fhe said, merely a sport for those 
thrill-seekers. who like fying with- 
‘out the power of machinery, in short, 
conquering the air by virtue of thelr 
own ability at the controls, “And that 
ability, according to Herr Hirth, has 
Ina few short years become tittle 
short of miraculous, 

‘Many remember a decade ago when 
fights of a few hundred yards and 
even a few miles were the best that 
‘liders could do. ‘That day, the 
champion glider spoke casualiy of 
ights of “more than 200 miles as 
being quite “commonplace. He told 
lof n hundred gliders which altempted 

fight last year from Mount | Was- 
serkuppe in Germany to Bruno in 
Czechoslovakia, a distance of about 
320 miles. Four of the contestants 
made that distance, establishing a 
new world record. 

Gilding Capital

‘Taught Sport in Japan: 


Speaking of the cost of gliders, 
hhe sald that the cast of gliders ran 
from about RM, 1,500 to RM. 3,000. 
‘As for the dimensions, he gave, as 
‘an example of one glider, a wing, 
‘span of 45 feet, a length of 20 feet, 
and a total weight of 490 pounds. 
Sinking velocity, for that particular 
‘glider was three feet a second, while 
its ascending velocity, about two feet 
ining inches a second. 

‘Herr Hirth, when he made his 
trip to America, where incidentally 
he gave American gliding its greatest 
impetus, made the first Might in the 
state of New York—and established 
two new American records which 
have not since been broken, 

‘Mr. Hirth was the guest of honour at 
the weekly luncheon of the Royal Air 
Forse Association of Shanghai in “The| 
Dome” on Friday, and in a brief and 
informal lecture afterwards on the 
subject of gliding he cleared up quits 
‘a few mistaken notions and fallacies 
jon the subject. 

‘An interesting feature of the 
luncheon was the fact that amongst 
those present was Mr. A. Valencia, 
guest of the president, who met 
Mr. Hirth in Buenos Aires two years 
‘ago, when the latter established a 
‘South American cecord of 72 loops 
In the course of one glide. it 
should be mentioned that later, in 
Germany, Mr, Hirth established 
record of 125 loops which has since 
been broken. 

Introducing Mr. Hirth, Mr. J. D. 
E, Shotter, the president, said that 
Jn the course of conversation, he had 
Jasked Mr, Hirth what the prospects 
were for gliding in Shanghal. Mr. 
Hirth had replied that he had seen 
birds soaring over the city, so there 
‘was apparently no difficulty in the 
way, of aiding in Shanghal end its 
|,,Prefacing his talk with the remack 
that he felt far safer gliding than 
when trying to speak English, Mr. 
|Hieth said that to the ordinary ali 
‘man gliding meant shutting off one's 
jengine and sailing down to earth. 
‘To the glider pilot, however, it meant 
‘soaring upwards and staying in the 
air as long as possible. 

‘A good glider pilot could stay in 
the air for anywhere from five ‘9 
seven hours, and he had heard of 
fone misguided individual who stayed 
aloft for 38 hours, soaring back and 
forth along a mountain ridge. Pe: 
sonally, he thought that was rathor 
ja lonely task, and preferred to try 
for distance’ flights or altitude. 
‘Shunting was also quite easy to an 
experienced pilot. 

A Gilder's Usefutness 

With regard to the usefulness of 
‘eliding, there were several opinions 
‘on the subject. When he was in 
the United States, for instance, he 
sald omid laughter, the main idea 
seemed to be whether or not one 
could make money out of it. That 
was not his view at all. “He ap- 
Preciated gliding in the same way 
that people appreciated good music 
‘or beautiful flowers. 

‘There was another point, too, for 
consideration. Tt _ was essentially 
the sport for the young and impec- 
junious man who wanted to fly and 
learn all about aviation. Tt taught 
him at his keenest and most suscept-! 
ible years a great deal about flying | 
‘and aeroplane construction, and the 
German Air Force had already found 
that its best pilots and mechanics 
‘came from the ranks of the young 
men who had received their a 
Drenticeship in-the air by gliding. 
Furthermore, it was inexpensive, a: 
the only fuel used was what he liked 
to call “German Petrol"—the air. 

‘Explaining briefly the theory of 
gliding, Mr. Hirttr said there were 
various kinds of air currents that bore 
the glider aloft, but the favourite 
among the experienced pilots were 
the thermal currents, caused by a 
vertical flow or “bubble” of warm 
air. The world’s glider record 
‘over 12,000 feet was established by 
the use of such a eurrent. 

Concluding; he said that gliding 
was about the best thing in the wor 
to make a nation “air-minded.” Ho

As a step towards the re-organiza- 
tion of China's banking system, the 
Central Bank of China will shortly be 
re-organized Into the Central Reserve 
Bonk, it is learned. = 

‘The decision to convert the Central 
Bank into the Central Reserve Bank 
‘was understood to have been passed 
by the Board of Directors last month, 
‘The decision will be carried out as 
Soon as official approval has. been 
‘obtained from the Executive Yuan, 

Following its re-organization, it is 
learned, ordinary banking businesses 
of the Bank, such as exchange, mort- 
gages, trust, and savings, will be 
handled by separate banks. 

‘One of the features of the re- 
organized bank will be the acceptance 
of 40 per cent. commerical capital, 
‘The present capital of the Bank is 
100,000,000. 

‘Meanwhile, it is also learned that 
plans are being feverishly. pushed 
forward for the standardization of the 
coinage system, New moulds for 
coinage are learned to have been 
purchased from the United States.

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MALAYAN RUBBER ESTATES AND DEPRESSION 


Means of Reducing Costs and Effects on Working 
Efficiency: Some Popular Fallacies Exposed 


It Is fairly obvious trom the letter 
of “Latex” October 21 that the per 
on whose Identity is covered by that 
‘ame has a superficial knowledge of 
the working of Malayan rubber 
‘estates, resulting most probably from 
residence in Malaya. ‘Unfortunately 
for him a little knowledge has been 
dangerous thing and the so-called 
facts which he presents in his letter, 
dased on his superficial knowledge 
by ‘no means reflect the true state 
of things and the standards he sets 
up by which to judge the. efficiency 
or otherwise, the cheapness or other- 
wise of running rubber companies 
are valueless and meaningless, 
Alter dealing with the early history 
of the plantation rubber industry he 
brings his readers to the time when 
‘on account of slump conditions. the 
industry commenced to” rationalize 
itself by amalgamations and by the 
weaker estates being absorbed by 
Anancially strong ones. This led to 
reduction in staffs and cheaper 
supervision costs. Latex’s lack’ of 
knowledge—or perhaps he merely 
exaggerates in order to mislead his 
readers as to the advantages accruing. 
from “these amalgamations is shown 
in this comparison of staffs. 
he 














Tanager and two 
frequently supervise 5,000 acres 
whereas in 1920 a thousand acre 
estate would have a manager with 
either one or two European assist 
ants besides a kranl, His glib des- 
ription of the present staff on the 
5,000 acres amalgamation, however, 
is likely to mislead those who do 
do not know anything about estate 
‘management, 

Why Aslatics were Employed 

Does Latex mean to imply that 
‘on ‘the 5,000 acres there are no 
‘eranls employed—just the one man- 
ager and one or two assistants? If 
hhe does then he is wrong for gener= 
ally speaking the reduction in Buro- 
ean’ supervision ‘on rubber’ estates 
has meant an increase in the em- 








ployment of less expensive and 
menerally less eM™icient, "Asiatic 
supervisors. ‘The smaller salaries 


for which such Asiatic supervision 
could be obtained compared with 
were very convenient, any even a 
necessity dusing those times when 
the price of rubber remained at an 
unremunerative level but whether 
this policy of cheap and insufficient 
‘supervision will be a sound one to 
follow when the price of rubber 
reaches higher levels is a matter for 
‘consideration. A sufficient and pro- 
per supervisory staff ‘should be 
maintained on an estate whether it 
lg 1,000 oF 6,000 acres to see that the 
maximum benest tothe ‘property. is 
secured from the money spent on the 
‘work of the coolles. 

T cannot see, however, how Latex’s 
dream for a decade hence in which 
through “this logical and, inevitable 
process of amalgamation” average 
rubber companies will be controlling. 
‘at least 10,000 acres with a cost of 
Production in the vicinity of 2d. per 
Bb, can be realized and particularly 
#0" as far as the Shanghai rubber 
investing public are concerned, Latex 
merely contents himself by ‘saying 

‘there is ‘every reason to believe” 
but gives no. basis for such reason- 
ing and surely after he has demon- 
strated so clearly his but meagre 
Knowledge of rubber estate matters 
he cannot expert his readers to be 




















cotitent to accept such a statement 
fon his mere personal assurance. 
Sweeping statements like that of 


Latex are easy to make and they 
“Jook good” to the casual reader. 


Maintenance Costs 

Discussing a “decade hence” Latex. 
can only refer to present existing 
estates and not to one of the "may 
bbe" estates of the future where huge 
areas have been opened up . on 
sclentife lines and planting matérial 
lused from which a guaranteed 1,500 
to 2,000 Ib. per acre will be obtained, 
where the most up to date manufac- 
turing methods" are practised. 
‘There are certain estate charges 
whlch ore more or less unaffected 
by the size of the estate and hence 
witl be unaffected by amalgama~ 
tlons, 

For example the cost of tapping per 
Ub, depends only upon the amount of 
rubber brought in by the taoper. 
Similarly the average cost of main- 
taining an estate per acre (weeding, 
eradication of lalang, maintenance of 
cover plint, drainage) has little to do 
‘with the ‘size of the estate, With 
manufacture the larger the erop dealt 
‘with the cheaper the cost of that work 
up to a certain limit, still there is a 
Hmnit and the cash saving in actual 
factery coats rendered pocsible by 
dealing with larger crops is generally 
neutraltzed to some extent by the 
extra cost of bringing the latex to 
the main central factory.

Comparative Sixes of Estates 


Latex’s lack of knowledge of the 
real state of affairs in Malaya is shown 
by his glib statement of "one manager 
with an assistant or two. frequently 
supervises 5,000 acres.” Tt would be 
Interesting for Latex to submit 7. list 
Jot such “trequent™ occurrences for 
‘hig readers’ perusal. Removing the 
large estates owned by rubber manu- 
facturers from the argument, then it 
fis in he first place dimeult to find 
‘many 5,000 acres estates in Malaya. 
It is very simple for Latex to talk 
Jot topical’ amalgamations and his 
ignorance of what has been done is 
shown in making the charge that litte 
or no attempt has been mace to 
rationalize the Malayan group of 
estates. It ia a pity he did not get a 
map of the Malay Peninsula before he 
was $0 foolish as to write that “the 
Jgeographical distribution of these 
estates is such that thelr grouping into 
three, oF at the most four large units 
should. not present any. insuperable 
Jdimeulty.”

[sheep to the slaughter, to the exptoita- 
{ion of large organizations and 
capitalists, to. their “mutual disco 
fort. We have in this city to-day 
Fhomes and business premises un 
tenanted everywhere, buildings for 
storing merchandize and antiquities: 
[we have people watking the streets 
without any hope of shelter or food,

H, M. SUPREME COURT 


Insurance Policy Question 

‘An important legal question involv~ 
ing Section 11. of the Married 
Woman's Property Act of 1082 was 
settled by Judge A. G. Mossop in HM. 
Supreme Court on Monday, Dec. 16, 
when he delivered judgment in. the 
ease of Mrs, Esther Henjamin v. Mr. A. 
8. Kane, administrator of the estate of 
the late David Hai Benjamin, By the 
Judgment, a claim by Mes. Benjamin 
fon an insurance policy with the Sun 
Lite Assurance Co, of Canada was 
dismissed, whilst a claim that certain 
property ‘in Yu Yuen Road, valued 
‘at $60,000, towards the purchase price 
of which the late Mz, Benjamin con: 
tributed $83,549.70, was hers was 
upheld, 

Mr. "E, L. Hartopp appeared for 
both parties in the suit, while Mr. 
John MeNeill appeared for the Mid- 
land Investment Co, interested eredi- 
tors against the estate. 

Section II of the Married Woman's 
Properly Act sols out that, if a man 
effects a policy expressed to be in 
favour of his wife an immediate trust 
4s creuted in her favour, a trust that 
cannot be revoked, A policy for Tis 
10,000 was taken out by Mr, Ben- 
yamin with the Sun Life in 1931, 
whereby the insurance company 
agreed to pay the amount due on his 

1 representatives. On 
tanber 7, 1934, he took out a form: 
entitled an Appropriation of Policy, 
which varied the policy by insecting 
the words—"I do hereby vary. tho 
policy by appropriating the benefits to 
‘such person oF person as I shall have 
amed in a written declaration 10 be 
fled by me with the company, of, 
showld I fail to do so, then to my 
wie, Esther Benjamin.” This, Mr. 
Hartopp contended, set up, in’ con- 
Junction with the policy, a’ trust for 
‘Mss, Benjamin, 

‘Mr. MeNelll argued that there was 
no covenant on the part of the In- 
surance company to carry out the 
instructions given in the appropria- 
ion form, which they merely record- 
ed, “The 'polley of insurance was a 
deed, and a deed became effective 
‘on being signed, sealed, and delivered, 
‘After a deed was delivered, the terms 
‘might be varied, but the original dood 
was not discharged by any variation. 
Wf, as it was sald, the appropriation 
form together with the polly con- 
strued a new contract, the provision 
in the Act protecting creditors in case 
of fraud would be nulliged, 

With regard to the property in Yu 
Yuen Road, towards. the purchase 
price of which Mrs, Benjamin contri- 
buted $19,000, Mtr. itartopp contended 
that ‘the ‘land was bought for Mrs. 
‘Benjamin by her husband, who later, 
with her permission, mortgaged it 0 
Brandt & Rodgers for $40,000, Mr. 
MeNoill contended that a tenancy in 
‘common had been created. Should the 
land, he submitted, be now sold for 
‘$60,000, Mrs, Benjamin would only be 
‘entitled to her share, some $36,000, the 
gmainder of the money going 16 the 


Giving judgment, his Lordship sald 
tho ‘first question’ before him was 
whether the insurance policy offected 
by the deceased was « policy under 
Section I of the Act and thereby 
constiuted a trust in favour of his 
wife, Although it was a palicy 
effected by Mr. Benjamin on his own 
ie, i was not expressed to be for 
the’ benefit of his wife, Mr. Hartopp 
hhad submitted that the appropriation 
form was a variation of the original 
policy and that from the date this 
form was recorded by the company 
the policy should be deomed as falling 
‘within the provisions of the section of 
the Act in, question.

In the appropriation form, "Mrs, 
Benjamin was only named, and was 
only to benefit, in the event ot the 
assured failing’ to file a written de- 
Claration with the company assigning 
the benefits to some other person or 
persons, Ho was therefore of the 
‘opinion that the first question before 
him was to be answered in the 
negative. 

‘With regard to the property in Yu 
‘Yuen Road, he quoted several letters 
from Mr, Benjamin to his wife in 
which the deceased always referred 
to it os “your property.” Mrs. Ben- 
jamin had further testified that she 
hhad conducted all negotiations for the 
sale of the land, and that all offers 
for itz purchase came to her. She had 
further been in consultation with 
architect for the demolition of the 
present premises and the erection of 
fan apartment house in its place. He 
hhad no doubt the law quoted bs Mr. 
‘MeNeill was correct, but the evirience 























before him clearly disposed of the 
contention that there was a tenancy 
in common, and judgment would be 
entered accordingly. 

Costs of all the parties concerned 
would be taxed and paid out of the 
estate as between legal practitioner 
jand client.

fand arrived at the oflces of the 
Shanghat Mux Supply Co, 140 Tunsin 
Rood, at about 6 pam, after office 
hours. ‘The cheque "was entered in 
the company's. books the following 
morning, and in the afternoon one of 
the directors of the company, all of

tusinesses in. Shanghal, went out to 
the office and endorsed the cheque,

Felthan Watson, U.S. District At- 
torney, said that the complaining

‘The facts, continued the District 
Attorney, Were simple.

How does 
‘man contrive to impart such vitality 
to the dead paste or metal that thot 
‘sands of years after he has gone the

It Is to the credit of Burlington 
House that every piece has beer 
arranged so as to show it at its best.

‘The glaze, too, in some pieces crackled 
4s exquisite. “The shapes are simple, 
almost austere, especially compared 
with the exuberant fancies shown in 
Ching porcelain, but wonderfully 
dignified and vital. “It is a curious 
coincldence that the Sungs were 
feigning in China approximately at 
the same time as the Normans in 
England and at least in spirit one 
feels a strong resemblance between 
the Norman architecture, perhaps tl 
‘most vigorous ever produced, and the 
Sung porcelain, 

‘And next in’ interest I would put 
the Tang dynasty statuary. For ex- 
ample a pair of fighting Horses, with 
‘ying manes and furious jaws,’ made 
vf pottery once coloured: one ean 
‘almost hear their squeals.

familiar was Ming! They certain\y 
‘might know a worse one. But after 
seeing the radiant ~ porcelain at

It Is curious that there seems to 
no Ming brass work in the Exhibi- 
tion, at least I did not see any.

Oscar Raphael, Mr. H. J. Oppenheim 
have lent most generously; so have 
jmany American collectors. Indeed 
from all parts of the world Chinese 
treasures “have been poured into 
London, and truly Burlingion House 
has displayed all its unequalled ex- 
Jperience in setting them out as they 
ldeserve. This Exhibition cannot but 
Ihave great results in bringing to the 
West a new idea of China, a better 
lunderstanding of her people, at a 
time when they are passing through 
lgreat crises, when a new life is being 
born among them as vigorous and 
fruitful, one may believe, as that 
jwhich "in past centuries" preduced 
these lovely’ treasures.

Dec, 21.~Yesterday I was reading a 
fascinating book on the fight of birds, 
written by famous ornithologist in 
England, "There were points in. {t 
which T think are worth recording 
having regard to our bird-life in 
anghal. ‘Tho first of these is that 
the author lays stress on the fact 
that human beings only see birds as 
“retreating forms” and therefore do. 
much about thelr 
peaking generally this is 
Quite correct, but any man who feeds 
birds in his garden will at once rea- 
lize that he is seeing quite 
a different angle of the fight of birds, 
Personally, I never attempt to tame 
them, so my birds are apt to fly away 
whenever they catch sight of the 




















common enemy, man,....and 1 do 
not blame them, knowing as 1 do 
‘more about men than about birds 


But there is another very Interesting 
angle to the daily observations; ine 
stead of “retreating forms” one sees 
daily the approaching forms of varie 
ous birds: Sparrows fly against the 
window when the bearer of food ap- 
pears; a Bulbul whizzes past my ear 
as T approach the bird table; Black: 
birds squeak and skim through the 
air in all directions, while a Magpie 
with tall outspread goes ‘whirring 
Past lke a gigantic bomber in ace 
ton. Under such circumstances I 
can not only see but hear fight—and 
it is an opportunity which T do not 
think any student of birds shoud 
miss. Man's Ignorance about birds 13 
s9 deep that almost anything which 
true is new, and were it wot for 
the fact that we have no flightless 
birds in China it might be important 
to draw attention to the following 
extract from a poem written by an 
old Harrovian in 1870:—

Navy. ‘The fact. thot this work ean: 
hot be described as an “Intimate” 
Me is hardly the fault of Major 
Bodley, since from first to last Togo | 
was a servant of his country and his! 
Emperor; his devotion to both ruled 
his existence. During his long life 
Japan is seen emerging from a state 
fof almost medieval obscurity to the 
position of a. first-class Power, and 
to Admiral ‘Togo is assigned the| 
credit of building up a navy anxious 
to be second to none. It is upon this

‘appointed to the Worcester, the eradle 
nf mony distinguished seamen, Here 
‘ke remained for two years, displaying 
a keen memory and dogged per- 
Severance. In 1878 he returned to 
‘being promoted to the rank 
Clazs Sub-Lieutenant in. the 
Hlel, and because his fellow oMcers 
were jealous of his foreign training 
hhe Wag often called upon to perform 
unexpected and dimcult tasks. Tn- 
variably he obeyed orders, “never 
argued, never discussed anything, 
hardly’ ever spoke: he decided what 
hhe wanted to do and then did it.” 
‘And so it remained throughout his 
life, Step by step he rose to higher 
ranks and then to independent com- 
mand. He saw service in the Battle 
of the Yellow Sea, in the attock on 
Weiholwel, at Tientsin during the 
Boxer Rebellion, and finally in the 
Russo-Japanese War, when he in- 
cieased his renown by the Battle of 
the Sea of Japan, where the Russian 
Flect was annihiiated. In 1911 he 
visited England for the second time, 
at the coronation of King George, 
retuming to Japan by way of 
America.

‘The late Earl succeeded his grand- 
father who died in a garret in 
JNorfolk Street, Strand, in 1878.

At 
he age of 40, when the Earl entered 
into full possession of large estates 
in England and New Zealand, and 
£2,000,000—ne had become blind! 
Bui with the courage that many 
blind men ean show, he entered into 
levery interest, public and private, 
that he could. He was passionately 
devoted to music, especially that of 
|Wagner, about whom he was believed 
to know every book that had been 
written, “He was a very. public.

—the life of an old Yorkshire shep- 
hherd who guarded the parish records 
jas well as his sheep; a village black- 
smith, churchwarden, or something 
Jof the kind, who lef an account of 
interesting.‘ experiments" in Churely 
Jgovernment; and the petition for 
Jmerey for ‘a man sentenced to be 
hanged for stealing two heifers, on 
the “ground that it was his. frst 
Joffence and that he had been driven 
to it “through poverty and a want 
Jot labour.” 

Whether the petition was granted is 
unknown. A" woman, with {wo 
children io support and’ not a penny 
jin the world, was hanged in 1784 for 
stealing two pieces of cloth in a 
Ludgate Hill shop. There had been 
many thefls and. the shopkeepers 
jwere growing restive, as recently 
they have been against the shop- 
itters. Usually judges and juries 
were ‘glad of an excuse to avold 
enforcing the extreme ferocity of the 
laws. 

One is always struck in looking at 
these old records by the high value 
Jof money in the past. ‘Thus in 16%7 
the Abbot of Thorney leased to one 
Thomas “Andrew the Manor of 
Salbrigge (Warwickshire) for £17 13, 
44. Tt was an important place, for the 
JAbbot used to come there to hold th 
Manor Court, at which times Thoma’ 
JAndrew undertook to entertain him, 
This was no doubt taken into account 
fin making the lease. But money In 
the 16th century was worth at least 
ten times more than it is now. Whe- 
{ther you got ten times as much fo: 
1, is another question. We should 
certainly find Thomas Andrew's house 
very uncomfortable it we could £0 
back to it, His lease from the Abbot 
Jdid not last long, Three years afte: 
{it had been signed, the monasteries 
[were abolished, 

‘The British Records’ Association is 
continually on the look-out for old 
‘documents and finds them in all sorts 
Of odd attics, although masses. of 
rubbish have to be sifted through for 
levery dod find. One of the Associa 
tion's most interesting finds is three 
MS volumes of the records from 1508 
to 1713 of two of the earliest Joint 
stock companies in England, the Mines 
Royal and the Mineral and Battery:
